Wasiunoton, July 27.— Tho extent to 
which war is now raging betweea China and 
J apan ia not olearly settled by any dia- 

patohoa that havo thua far boon received 
eith'ir by tho State or Navy dopartmonts or 
by any of tho foreign diplomats, though 
nmoh intereat ia manifested in tlio situation. 
OF course it ia accepted as a fact, that active 
hostilities have broken out in Korea, and 
that more or leas blood hna bson ahed and 
still will bo ahed before a possible end 
tho trouble cun bo arrived at, 
but it ia as to tho relation which 
other nations bear to tho couteat that uncer- 
tainty exists. Oao dilliculty in tho way of 
obtaining accurate information ia found in 
tho entire interruption of cable communica- 
tion with Korea. Thia probably accouute 
fur the aljfonco of any diepatohcs from John 
M. Hill, U.S. miniator, reaidont at Seoul. 

Tho cablegram received by Secretary Her- 
liert from Capt. King and tho landing of U. 
.S. :iiarin(H came from Chee Fuo, China, 
whither the li dtimore had gone to tend it. 
('lieo Foo ia the nearest Chlneee port to 
Korea being only .'iOO mile from Chemulpo. 
Capt. \)iy found it necoaeary to nmke tiiia 
trip, because all telegraphic communijation 
with Korea had boon ruptured. 

Tho importance of tiiia contest between 
l.^hina and Japan is almost excluaively in its 
posaiblo bearinRS upon tho coinmoroo of (he 
Chinese and Japanese. Kaoh nation has a 
oonsldorablo navy — tho Japanese a powerful 
on« with which it might bo poesible for it to 
ataack any one of Ibo leading Chinese ports. 
The Japanese minister here asserts posi- 
tively that .Japan would avoid interference 
with any Chineao port which by treaty was 
opened to Aini rican or lOuropoan powers. 
Hut, if either aide haa formally "declared 
war " against the other, by the well defined 
provisions of international law, id would be 
required to serve notice upon all powers 
havini; treaty relations In regard to com- 
merce, and on reasonable notice to such 
powers It might be justified in establishing 
a blockade or otherwise interfering with 
oommeroe, 

Offioials of the State department incline to 
the belief that inasmuch aa neither our gov- 
ernment nor any other government repre- 
sented in Washington haa yet been ofScially 
advised by China or Japan that war has 
boon declared between those nations, tho 
present contest falls under tho designation 
of a partial or limited war. They aaaumo 
that the use of tho phraae "war has been 
duclared," in tho press dtapatches merely 
implies that hostilities havo been 
commenced, and that the terms as used in 
dispatches from tho eaei do not convey the 
technical niOAning which in diplomacy 
attaches to a "declaration of war" 
as affecting non-combatant nations. Among 
tho diplomata who have taken a strong in- 
terest in tho situation ia tho Huaaian minia- 
tor Prince Cantacuzen. It ia understood 
that tho Prince haa received important dia- 
patchoa from hia government bearing upon 
the Korean enibroglio, which were of eucti a 
nature that they had to be communicated 
to the Secretary of State verbally. Great 
Britain and Huaaia aro, it is considered, 
agreed that any settlement of the Chinese- 
Japanese dilliculty must bo elTeoted through 
tho good nliiccs of the United Statoa. 

Wa.sih.suton, D.C., July -^l.—A dispatch 
to tho navy department aaya tho Korctin 
king has been taken prisoner by tho Japan- 
ese, and marines havo been landed by the 
]5altimoro to protect tho American legation 
at Seoul. Neither the state department nor 
the Japanese nor Chinese embassies have 
any newa of the declaration of war between 
China and Japan. 

SllANOHAI, July 27.— The Chineao trana 
porta sunk off the Korean coast by the .Jap- 
anese guns, belonged to tho fleet of eleven 
steamers which sailed from Taku on Friday, 
July •20, with P-'.OOO troops. The lloet left 
Taku under an escort of gun boats, while 
the faster steamed at full speed ao as to 
land their troops, aa soon as poatji- 
blo from the transports which arrived 
first. At the Korean coaat were a few 
hundred aoldicrs from the army of the 
north. Most of tho force, however, con 
aiated of coolies with inferior fireariiia or 
merely bows and arrow.R. The attack upon 
the Bter.inera from the Japaneee laat 
Wedneaday ia deecriln il brii tly in a dispatch 
received thia evening from Nagaaaki. 'J'he 
liring waa bvgun by a .lapaneae battery on 
tho ahore, while tlio t'hinoae otiicera were 
trying to doliark tliuir men from the lirst 
Bteiiiner. The eriiiai'iH ateained up and 
opened lire on all tho IraneportB, which 
were lying to, waiting to diHcliarge the men. 
'i'he Chineae were iinahlc to ni alie any elFec- 
tive rcHialenci-, and wi rn thrown into great 
eonfiiaion many jumped ovui hoard to eeeape 
tlie hot lire under which the two tranaporta 
autl'ored. 

Tho t'hineae olliciala here lio not coiilirm 
thcBO dispatchea They are exceedingly 
reticent aa to every report concorninf,' lioa- 
tilitioB in ivoroa. Tho declaration ol war 
has caused keen excitement among all 
claascB bore and business ia virtually sus- 
pended, although many smaller firms havo 
maile desultory eil'orta to sustain thoir 
trade. The Guropouns have gathered at 
I he Shanghai club to disouas reporta from 
Korea, 'i'he position of the Japaneae reaid- 
ent.s ia preuarious. For weeka the more 
prosperous Japanese have boon leaving; the 
city, but many of the poor and middle 
elaaiies still remain. The Europoana 
bent ac(|uainted with tho city think the 
,Sikh police will bo strong enough to protect 
them from CMiineso fanatics. Tho Viceroy 
ia confident Ihnl tho Northern army ia sufli- 
ciontly atrong to copo with tho Japaneae 
force, and ho de-ea not intend to employ tiie 
.Southern iirtny except in caae of extreiDo 
necoeaity. 'i'he mobiliz ition [jroceeda rapid- 
ly, and tho preparaliona to embark largo 
boiliea of troopa aro making with 
unexpccled energy. .Sing'iporo firina 
aro providing many of tho Iranaporla 
and Hlorea. 'J'lie Chini'iin government l);)Uglit 
tn'o large atoaniera yiBlerday, anil negolia- 
tiona for othera are in progreaa. Thoilapin- 
eno havo announced that they will hold tho 
King of Korea aa a hoatago until the in- 
ternal roforma demanded by them shall have 
been aatiefaotorily guaranteed. In Seoul 
excitement is at a white heat. There has 



boon oonsidorable diaordor, and an up- 
riaing of the people may came at any mo- 
ment. 

SiiANOiiAi, July 27. — Tho statement that 
war has been declared between China and 
Japan is confirmed by dlBpatohos from 
Lloyds. The statement ia now generally 
accoptod as true. The fight in which Japan 
was victorious, and where a number of 
Chinese transports were sunk, waa fought 
on Wednesday. The Chinese leas was 
great. 

London, July 27. — Agents of the Chinese 
government have reOMVed a diapatoh con- 
firming the statement that war has been de- 
clared between China ond Japan. A dis- 
patch received by tho Peninsular & Oriental 
Steamship Company Bays positively that 
war between China and Japan has been de- 
clared and hostilities have commenced. On 
tho atock exchango Japanese securities 
fell three points and Chineao one. 

The ofHcIals at tho foreign oflicc and the 
Chinese and Japaneae legations reiterated 
this evening that no oilicial news of war 
had been received, 

Sir Thomas Sutherland, M. P., chairman 
of the P. fi 0. Navigation Company, aaid in 
an interview this evening: "China in tho 
long run will bo viotorioua owing to her 
enorn.oua reaourcea and unlimited wealth. 
Thia ia not a very fortunate poaition for 
Japan, who in addition to her financial 
trouble, may have to copo with the interna- 
tional revolution. She haa, however, the 
advantage over China as regards warahipa 
Honniker Hoatou, M.P.,who ia familiar 
with Kaatern affairB, aaid : " The Japanese 
are the Frenchmen of the Pacific; tho Chi- 
nese aro the Ciermaua." The opinion among 
poliliciuns here is that as the cruiser Haiti- 
more haa landed marinea, tho naval vea- 
aela of other countries will do tho aanie. 

Several morning dailiea print diapatches 
from Tientsin : " War had not been de- 
clared ollicially either in Tokyo or Pekin. It 
is believed in government circles that it 
will not bo declared for several days. If 
the exchanges of notes now proceeding re- 
sult amicably, the oolliaiona that have 
already taken place will be mutually dis- 
allowed ; otherwise they will be regarded us 
oMus belli." 

Tho Standard regards Mr. Buxton's state - 
mi nt in tho House of Commons to-day ua a 
satisfactory denial of the rumor that war 
had been declared. It says that there is 
nothing very serious in the capture of 
the Korean king by the Japanese. 
" The best pledge of a solution of tho pro- 
blem," it adds, " ia to bo found without an 
open declaration of a conflict." 

Tho Standard's Brussels correspondent 
says he haa information that Japan ia willing 
to co-operate with China againat tho 
Korean rebels, and China weieomeB the 
proposition. 

Tho Daily Chronicle says "Now we hope 
that European statesmen will watch care- 
fully for the first opportunity to intervene 
and bring tho whole weight of thoir com- 
bined prestige to bear in favor of peaceful 
sottlemont. 

Ka.nsas, Mo,, July 27. — The BriliBh min- 
ister to Japan passed through thia city to- 
day on hia journey to Tokio, having been 
ordered there in all possible haato by his 
government. He was in tho city of Mexico 
when he received a cablegram from London 
ordering him to reach Japan by August 20 
if possible. He was forced to come thia 
way on account of buainees. He will take 
a steamer from Victoria, B.C., for Yoko- 
hama.

Nk.i.son, July 27. — (Special)— The galo 
which aprang up on Tuesday waa worao than 
thu atorm on June ,'!. It inatantly fanned 
up the (ire that had been burning for days 
in tho Slocan. Like a whirlwind tbe fUmea 
and amoke rushed down tbe valleya inatantly 
destroying everything in its way. An eye 
witneas says fire burst out more like an ex- 
plosion. The people at Three Forks saved 
themselves from death by sitting in the 
creek and rolling in tho shallow water. At 
New Denver others sought a piece of ground 
already burned; eonio managed aa already 
reported to reach a mining tunnel on the 
road about a mile otl. At Watson the 
people Bat in the lake up to tbe 
neck in water and some got into 
Athorton'a root house, which is the only 
building that escaped between the Welling- 
ton ore house two miles east of Watson and 
tho Slocan ore house on the west aide of 
Three Forks l'",vory other houao was abso- 
lutely gutted. There aro fears for tho life 
of Callaban, the late telegraph operator, and 
Frank Price, who waa up North. It is not 
known yet about the prospeotora on the 
hills. There are'great fears^lthat some are 
loat. The Ivaslo relisf oommittee is eondlne 
up v.agona with blanketa and provisions. 
Part of tho money left of the government 
grant after the Kaslo atorm has been Bup- 
plcmcntud with private donationa.

A VISITOll FllOM KOREA. 



Lieut- Cox of the U. S. Navy on the 
Korean Situation— Latest 
Mail Advices. 

The " Empress of Victoria" Completes 
a Pleasant Pa8sag:e From 
the Orient. 



An interesting and social party was that 
which formed the paaaongor list of the R. 
M, S. Empress of India, Captain Marshall 
commanding, which arrived yesterday from 
China and Japan, being 11 days from Yo- 
koh Qma. Tliore Arere no steerage passcn* 
gers, and consequently tho stay of tho big- 
liner at William Head was very brief — ihs 
did not come near Victoria at all. In the 
saloon there Were numerous notables, a few 
of whom tho tender Maude landed witil 
their luggago in this city. Tlio others 
paaaed on to Vancouver en route liast. 

Lieut. Cox, U.S.N., is right from Seoul, 
tho Korean cipital, and ia on hia way home; 
he, as well as Admiral Skerret, whoso 9»g- 
lieutenant he has been, ia now on relief 
orders, tho Admiral having handed over the 
command of tho Asiatic squadron and hauled 
down his flag on tho Baltimore early in the 
present month. Lieut. Cox has just spent 
several weeks at Chemulpo and Uecul, and 
was EL witness of the Japanese advance upon 
and occupation ci the Korean capital. He 
also saw the Chinese transports discharge 
their soldiery on Korean soil, but he 
still shares the popular belief, held by 
almoat all the paaaengera on tho Empress, 
that despite recent oablegrame of a declaum- 
tion of war, there will be no fighting be- 
tween China and Japan. The former great 
country is anxious for a continuation of 
peace, and though Japan has shown herself 
so thoroughly sggressivo as to partially 
assure tho other nations of the Ejist that she 
has powerful support in reserve, wily Li 
Hung-chang will use every diplomatic ave- 
nue by which escape from war may be 
gained. 

Although England, Russia, the United 
St, tee and France are all strongly repre- 
sented on the scene of posaiblo hoatilitiea, a 
common poliey of waiting and wat-cliing has 
been adopted. China haa aa yot tuken no 
olTenaivo measurea — it had not at last mail 
advices — though Japan was each day driv- 
ing her more and more into such a position 
that she must soon either fight or retire ig- 
nominioualy from the prominent poaition in 
Korean affairs she haa so long occupied. Id 
the meantime, Japan has already begun the 
reform of Korean government, w^ich she 
declares to be necessary for the peace and 
welfareof theOrient.and which furnishes ihs 
excuse for the action sho has already taken. 
Japanese papers announce that cabinet 
councils have been held day after day for 
some time without any definite decision 
being arrived at till the afternoon of the 
llth of July, when a council was held in 
the official residence of Count Ito, at which 
C.:.act Yamagata, president of the privy 
council, and General Kawakami, president 
of the general staff board, were alae . 
preaent. It was then and there reaolved 
to aend an nltimatnm to China. In the 
event of the Chinese government refnaing 
to accept its terms the result was to be war. 

Of the rebellion in Korea, which precipi- 
tated the present crisis, many new facts ar< 
now developing. " The Togaku men are 
not finished with yet by any means," one 
report says. " Colonel Hong, who was in 
command of the Korean troopa sent to sup- 
press the rebels, reported that he had cap- 
tured Chenjiu, when aa a fact it had boon 
evacuated by the rebels. Chenjiu having 
been surrounded by tho royal troops, the 
Togaku leaders decided not to bring trouble 
upon the inhabitants by fighting, 
so eii'ecting a feint which drew all tho royal 
troops to ono side of tho town, they (juiotly 
made their exit from the opposite tide. 
When Iho rebels had safely retreated to the 
hills the government troopa entered the city, 
and after slaughtering a few harmless in- 
habilantn the colonel gave out that he hod 
achieved a great victory. Liter he re- 
turned to Seoul, \yhere he is now in dis- 
grace," 

Apart from the Korean intelligence, tlie 
Empress bringa very little newa. The 
plague is aaid to be abating in Hongkong, 
and Viotoria'a sealers over the sea are on tbe 
whole doing well.

The oannera, to protect them- 
mlves, have been obliged to oat down cred- 
its and this is whac the Indians are kiolcing 
aliont and tliey say they will go home unless 
supplies continue to be furnished. The 
threat does not frighten the oannera.

Routley 
was struck by a fallini; branch from a dead 
tree and seriously injured about tho head, 
■And his brother Ilcnry was terribly cut in 
the fleuhy part of tho thin^ by an axe which 
had been knocked out of his hand by a tree 
unoxpocteuly jumping tho stump.

FSRNCn CBEKK. 

Fbencii Creek, July 26.— (Special)— A 
person travelling north on the Comox trunk 
road after leaving the vicinity of tho mining 
c»mp of Wellington is confronted with but 
lew evidences of settlement or civilization, 
or, witn the exception of the group of set- 
tlonent at the head of Nanooee bay— al- 
ibougb there are many " ranchers " living 
cicae to the seashore, none else are visible. 
It; is only on approaching the vicinity of 
Eiigliutimau'd Rivor and French Creek that 
eviclencea of practical settlement become ap- 
parent, wiiero neut log and frame houses, 
inrrounded by blooming gardens and ample 
clearings, gladden the vision and relieve the 
jombro monotony of the continuous forest 
route. That the opening up of this delight- 
ful portion of Vancouver Island by the ex- 
tension of the E. ifeM. railway to Comox — 
cow in progress — will, in a short space of 
time, alter the abpect of affairs is a foregone 
ctmcluHioii, and tho forest's fastnesses, 
where new lurk the panther snd bear, or 
hide the more timid oik and deer, will ere 
long resound with tho measured stroke of 
tho woodman's axe and re echo with tho 
joyful glee of gladsome children. 

The French Creek settlement has this day 
m&de one of the preliminary steps totvards 
tbe attainment of that religious and social 
distincticn to which tho cultured tone of tho 
pioneer settlers justly entitles it. At a spot 
Sk little in from the river on the right, about 
three miles south of French Creek, where 
but a few abort weeks ago the atillneas was 
only broken by tho screech of the owl or tho 
cfK) of the woodcjuest, resounded to-day the 
joyful songs of praiae to Him who sits upon 
the Thione, as the procoaaion of settlera and 
IhBir families, headed by white-robed digni- 
taries of the Church of England, in the cere- 
mony of tho consecration of St. Ann'a, on- 
circled tho rudo clearing whore atanda tho 
recently erected odifico which from honce- 
Jcrlh will bo devoted to tho public worship 
of the t'hurch of ICngland in (Canada. 

The ceremony of consecration was most 
imprBseively performed by tho Lord Bishop 
(ji \'olu7iil)iu, assisted by Kov. Canon Good, 
of Nanaimo, Rev, C. E. Cooper, rector of 
Wellington, Rev. A. G. Miller, Cedar, and 
K«v. G, li. lOllison. Tho service of the 
consecration of tho burial ground out- 
aide having boon duly performed, the 
concourse entered the church when tho re- 
maining portion of tho service was com- 
pleted lollowod by tho celebration of the 
Holy Communion, and sermon by the Lord 
Bishop, who took for his text tho cerenuiny 
just porfurinod, exhorting his hoarors to 
beoefit by tho meaua ot graco brought 
irithiD their reach and oouaecrato thorn - 
■elves to God. Not by tho lips, but by 
tiidr actions one to another— not by lying 
Against their neighbors— not by incurring 
debts they did not intend to pay — not by 
defrauding the wage-earner of bis just dues, 
-nor by negleet of their spiritual welfare. 
He himself was but a man oonseorated to 
Ihe high office of bishop ; it was all the same 
through life, tho people should oonseorato 
themselves to (iod, and being good oitizens 
«f Canada they should also be citizens of tho 
iioet High. Hia porannal friend, Kov, Mr. 
Cooper, had erected this cluirch at his own 
coat and exponso ua a duty and in loving 
niciiiory of a sainted nioiher gone to her ro- 
^Vrtid. After scasoiiablo advico to hia 
hearer:) to be social with one another and 
united to build up the cause of God and 



His church in their midst, the Right Rev, 
gentleman brought) his discourse to a close. 

A coUootioQ was taken np after the ser- 
mon, tho proceeds of which Will be devoted 
to the building of a fence round the church 
grounds. Tho church building ia of logs 
neatly laid together, sheeted inside wibh 
coiling lumber, and consists of a nave and 
chancel, capable of accommodating 150 wor- 
shippers. During the service the church 
was crowded, many of the congregation hav- 
ing como from long distances to attend tho 
ceremony. 

After tho church sorvioo was over tho con- 
gregation adjourned to tho boaoh near Mr. 
liOo's, where till far on in tho evening thoy 
enjoyed tho many good things provided by 
the ladies of tho congrogulion and tho 
health-giving broezo from tho islands of the 
gulf. Many friends wore present from 
Nanaimo and other outside localities. Mr. 
Jones, organist of St. Matthew's, W'ellicg- 
ton, presided at tho instrument during tho 
ceremony. Tho local choir, consisting of 
Mia. yV, H, Lac, Mrs. Hickey, tho Misses 
Pillar, Mt'uora. Hiokey, Smith, Pousford, 
CdLtoii, Pillar and Bagshaw, and ussiated 
by some menibors of .St. Matthew's, Well- 
ington, rendorod tho musical portion of tho 
ceremony in a highly artistic style, Tho 
congregation, taken as a whole, in every 
way was highly creditable to the rural 
population of British Columbia. 



MINISTER RBGALLED. 



Tiie Present Japanese Bepresentative 
at Wasliington to Be Beplaced by 
an Experienced Diplomat. 



Treaty Kevisioiia Couteniplated to 
Place the Empire ou a Satisfac 
tory FootiufT Amougf Nations. 



Washington, July 27. — Gozio Tateno, 
Japanese minister at Wuahington City, has 
been recalled and Minister Kaneko, an ex 
perienoed diplomat, has been appointed to 
succeed him. The change ia made on 
account of Tateno'a term having expired. 
Tho Japiinese government has its diplomatio 
aorvioo under rigid civil service rules, and 
one of tho features is rotation in ofBcc. No 
Japanoae minister, it ia eald, serves more 
than three yoara ot one poat, aavo in oi- 
coptional cases where negotiations in pro 
gross cannot be safely tranaferrod from ono 
minister to another. M. Tateno has served 
in Washington City nearly four years, and 
hia relations with our governniont have been 
of the most cordial nature. Ho is not, it is 
stated, detached from tho Jupanose diolo- 
matio eervice, but will return to Japan bear- 
ing tho rank of envoy extraordinary un- 
attached, and, if the precedents are fol- 
lowed, probably will become vice-minister 
to cue of the departments, a suflioiunt 
evidence that no stigma attaches to hia 
recall. 

M. Tateno comes from one of the best fam- 
ilies in Japan— one of the " twc-sworded " 
cUsaes. He was originally, and for many 
years, an officer of the Imperial household, 
and when Gen. Grant visited Japan ho was 
especially designated by the Emperor to 
escort the General in his tour through the 
Empire. A strong attachment sprang up 
between the two men, many valuable pre- 
sents were exchanged, and a friendly 
correspondence was kept up between them 
until tho death of General Grant. M. Tate- 
no afterwards became governor of tho prov- 
ince of Osaka, and by hia kindly adniiriis- 
tration endeared himself to the largo foreign 
col. ny, which recagni/.od hiatH'orls in their 
behalf, especially on tho occaaion of the 
gri-at flood?, by handsome testimonials. Ho 
held this posit ion ten years and then bocaine 
a member of the Japan aoiiato, which place 
he relinquished to accept the appointment 
in .January, KS91, of Japanese minister to 
Washington City. 

M. Kaneko, who will succeed M, Tateno, 
is a man of erudition and distinction in his 
own country. He was educated in the 
United States, and is a graduate of Harvard 
and of the Cambridge law school. Ho is 
about 4'J years of ago, and has acijuireil 
fame as a parliamentarian. He visited the 
leading countries of lOuropo and mado 
an exhaustive study of their systems of gov- 
ernment, and returning to Japan framed the 
mode of parliamentary practice which gov- 
erns their senate and house. He was general 
secretary of the imperial house of peera, a 
position correspondiiig to that of aeoretary 
of the senate in onr country, and since then 
be had the post of vice minister of agricul- 
ture and commerce. 

Inaimuoh as the treaties have been er- 
roneously suggested as a cause for tho 
change in the legation, it may be stated 
that the Japanese government has been for 
many years striving to aecuro a revision of 
these treaties, and with ovory pronpnct of 
final success. In tho treaties of 1857 5S bo- 
tweon the United States and Japan it was 
stipulated that a man committing olTonces in 
Japan should bo tried by the Aiiiorioan con- 
sul-general or consuls. Other nations fol- 
lowed this lead in their treati'js, and thus 
the country fell under what ia known us 
"extra-territorial" juriadiotioii, rtliich is 
equivalont to placing tho alFuirs of foreign- 
ers in Japan completely under the rather 
arl)itrury control of courts coir.poaed cf 
consuls representing tho commercial 
powers Thoro was not much objection 
to this when Japan was in thn early stages 
of civilization, but of recent years tho senti- 
ment of the country has resented keenly tho 
degradation of being classed with aemi bai- 
baroua nationa, and has striven to have tho 
treatiea reviaed so as to permit tho well or- 
ganizcid judiciary to try all matters within 
ita jurisdiction, as in eivilizud countries. 
The United States was the iirat nation to 
hold out a promiae of more liberal treat- 
ment. This promise was not fulfilled, and in 
recent yoara it has sulTurod other nations to 
advance so far beyond it that treaties wi»h 
them have practically been completed by 
which Japan takes her stand among civil- 
ized nations with full admiaaioc of her abil- 
ity to administer justice.

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THE WORLD OF WOMEN. 

Miss Amaudr, tliii Dmulee Courier 
ttlobe-Uircler Talks of Her iu- 
terestingr Journey. 



She Thinks tUe Wonmu of the Orient 
Happier Than Her Occidental 
Sister. 



Victoria had as lior gueat for a few brief 
hours yesterday a youDf; nowapapor woman 
of bonnie Scotland who has been much 
talised about ia the prosR of the whole world 
during thu past tix months. Her namo ia 
P. Mario AmundU and aho ia a member of 
the staff of the Dundee Courier, a paper 
ooDabining reliability and conservatism with 
rather more fjenuiue enterprise than the 
majority of tho Scottish j jurnals can boast 
of. 

Miea Amnndt left home on tho Sth of Feb- 
ruary laat, having been detiiilod to go round 
the world accompanied only by a fellow- 
worker on the staff, Miss Bessie Maxwell, 
to see, hear and make note of all that is be- 
ing said or dono couccining the con- 
dition of woman in tho countries 
of four continenta. Tho aaaignmerit was t'n 
important one indeed, but tho two ludiio 
were in uo w;iy uppulled by the nmgnituiie 
pi the task set thetn ; their letters ulr<3:\dy 
pubilsli'j!! ooveriL'g tlie jjurney ruui.d the 
f^ioue aa far aa tSan Fi-aucisco ahow tluvt 
their seleotion for the work was a wiae one. 

From Dundee Miss Amaodt and her com- 
panion went stratglit to London, and saw 
reftl misery and real poverty suoh as are 
fortitsateiy noi to be met with in many 
pUoes in the world. Then Frsnoa, Italy, 
b^^ypt, Arabia, China and Japan were 
viaiced, and the stoamship I^eru landed tho 
young students of womankind in San Fran- 
ci'co on the 1st of July. They remained 
Bsmewhftt longer in California than they 
htd planned to, the strikes compelling them 
to, and then oame on to liritish Columbia, 
visiting Portland and the oi ties of the Sound 
ea route. Westmioster and Vanoouvor 
hive been seen and note made of their chief 
characteristics. Then Miss Amandt crossed 
over to N»naimo and went down in tho coal 
niinee, while Mias Aluxwell employed her 
time in ee jinp tho Halmon ounnerioa of the 
Fraaer river. They uro to join forcea ag'iin j 
at the Terminal City to day uml proceed < 



border of gold and red to liar SJtreo. They 
were sweet-voioed and loVuly, and nothing 
fairer have wo to remember of womanhood. 

"The Indian wnman has no wrlnklea. 
She has a love of children and hor homo du 
lies, and 1 any she is happier than tho 
Wt atera woman with hor awful, haraaaing 
striving. Tho women of the harunia are noi 
doing wrong — that lifo ia their creed Wo 
uro taught tliut thoy are wrong to lead tho 
lifo they do,]^but it is acoordiug to their re- 
ligion and thoy seo no evil in it. Tho niia- 
Bionariea who go among them teach them 
miacry — teach tho Kaatorn woman to know 
that aho ia ainning. An Occidental woman 
who goea to tho bad knowa it and suffers ao- 
oordingly, though aa a matter of face slie ia 
only doing the aamo aa the Kaatorn woman 
I have doaignatcd, 

" Tho women of Jahoro," continued Misa 
Amandt, "are only employed, when thoy 
uro omployod at all, to polish tho atatuos. 
When wo aakod why thoy wero not used lor 
hotter thiugB, for more advanced poliahing 
of statues (medicine, law-making) they 
answered that they could not do thoae other 
thlcj^a so Butiafaotorily. It ia the same 
wherever we go ; thoy would rather employ 
men to do the work than women. Somehow 
women do not seem to bo 'dependable.' I 
won't say it is always so. 

" In China, women are by no means con- 
sidered tho equals of their husbanda. They 
are apart liko another raoo of boinca. They 
are liko bashful children, and do not even 
talk about the things that iotoreat tho men. 
I went to see a m&ndarin'g family and a met- 
chant's family, and in the latter's house, 
while taking tea with tlie man of the house, 
I had to plead to Iiave Mrs. Jotin brought 
down — pleaded in pigeon Eoglish that an 
English woman wanted U> see her. Finally 
she oame, tottering, reluctant and embar- 
raeaod, though sweet-mannered and hospit^. 
tie. 

" islio liad no wrinkles either. 
" In Japan tho musiiite ia somewhat typi- 
cal — <iho has abaolutely no morulB at all. 
Tho Japanoao woman is u doll, and nothing 
moro. She ia gay and pretty, and childish, 
and anitieea tho men like the harem women. 
Hut aho haa a difftrent code cf ideari, and 
doesn't know she ia doing wrong and ought 
tn burn for it, as aho might possibly be 
taught by gentle people who eoinetinies 
teach those tliinge. 

" Tho women in ICgypt and Arabia some- 
times becomo teachera through the misaion- 
ariea; tho women of Japun are ovon lawyers 
oijco in a wliilo when similarly encouraged 
and instructed; and tho women of India rat- 
tle olF trigonomotty in a way to make one 
envy them. The women of Scotland, a few 
of thorn, are learning to bo newspaper

several weeks to reacli Winnipeg, and ro 
m:\ining there eevsral daya more before con- 
tinuing their juUT.ey homeward. There 
his been no huriy in all tho long trip, the 
Sjotliali journal hiving given ita ambaa 
aiders no inalruciioiia to break a globe- 
circling record, and realizing thoroughly 
that correct opiuious cannot be formed on 
an hour's acrjuuintanco. 

In a nutshell, Miaa Amaudt's observations 
of women in the journey of twenty-five thous- 
and miles loid her to the opinion that she of 
the Orieut ia happier and more fortunately 
situated in many ways than her sister of the 
Occident ; and that contrary to the general 
belief, there is juat as much, if not more, 
room for the direction of missionary effort 
in the great cities of Christian England and 
America aa among the " poor heathen " of 
India and China. Of the women of the 
Pacifio coast, she baa unfortunately become 
acq uaint id with bub fuw. The bread- winning 
women are a niueh smaller percentage of the 
population here than in Europe or elsewhere 
in America, and with the exception of the 
workers in California fruit canneries, the 
saleswomen and stenographers, and the 
domestic servants, the two travellers have 
met hardly any types of Pacific coast 
feminity. Of course they, like all other 
observant visitors, are impressed with the 
fact that a real demand exists on the coast, 
with no Immediate prospects of being satis- 
fied, for good female domoatio aervants. 
Why girls humbly ciroumatanced and de- 
pendent npon themselves for support, avoid 
household service as though It wero a dis- 
grace, infinitely preferring tho harder and 
less adequately roconipaubed work of sales- 
womeu and atenogrt.phera, ia a problem still 
unsolved, 

" Kvorywhere," says Misa Amandf, speak- 
ing of her trip, " we aro taking in the rough, 
the high-caaie, and the low-caato women, 
while looking at women in every condition, 
iiuc I will not dwell on the ariacocrat Kog- 
lialiwoman; you know all about that typo — 
high-bred hnmekeepers, tho peers of their 
huabandd. What I wont to tell you about 
is the woman of tho liaat — by that I mean 
tho Orient. But before we get to tho Orient, 
we have the Europeon women. I will aay 
concerning them, that they aro ju6t begin- 
ning to ask questiona. The women of Italy, 
Franco and Spain have shown eigns of rest- 
lessneaa, and wonder what all this talk 
means of the suffrage and tho emancipation 
of the sex. 

" The woman of the East is the happiest 
woman on earth. She is not ruined and 
wrinkled by love of and aspiration after 
dr>!<is, hrc.u e she doesn't wear any. She 
wearM » ivti. ulotn and tittle else in some of 
the hoitar oottnttiFs, and in places where 
they wear more ol<>thin(i, she has a loose 
garment of a straight piece of cheap cloth 
wound around her body — and it is done. 
She is not bothered with changes of fashion 
or layers of clothes. All she haa to conaidcr 
is a semi annual purchase of tho ono simple 
garment aho wears. And then, they live 
out of doora almost— in housoH with open 
courts in tho interior; with never a drain 
faucet to turn, and not the aigu of a plumb- 
er or a leak. Of cnurso it's bo bad in aome 
places, the want of Htworage, that it nearly 
made mo aick, but tbi-y are used to it. 
Vou would never call an I'^.iHiern city dirty, 
h')Wover — it is only dirly comparatively 
Bpeuking. The Kaalern women aro fat and 
liizy anil Hdniiidlunt and handsomo. Their 
iiiccH are !<iiinolh, for thu tbinga that make 
wrinkles — well, they aro not tu be had. 

" U'o stopped al Cairo after leaving Italy, 
and there had e.\eollent opportunity to study 
tho high and tho low easto women. From 
Cairo we went to liatnhay, not directly, but 
Bjmbay is typical of India ao far aa thia talk 
is concerned. In the Indian cities wo fouud 
the women again in harems — rich, jewelled 
and beautiful. The finest woman wo have 
eenn in our trip was a Farsoe girl. We 
went to call ut a Paraoo house. It had tho 
usual open oourt and lloors of earth, the re- 
fuse thrown out wherever it happened to 
and. The women of tho bouse camu to see 
us from an inner room. Tho ono wife ot 
the householder was a tall, dark, aweot- 
faced woman, with a noble, commanding 
bearing, and dressed in a long saree. These 
sarees are simply (quares of cloth or silk, 
according to the condition in lifo of the 
wearer, with gold or colored borders. 
They are folded round the waist to form a 
akirt, and are then thrown over their shoul- 
ders to form a mantlo. They are particular- 
ly becoming, and luit the dark-eyed Pareee 
woman to perfection. Thia man's wife 
whom wo went to sou had a dreaa of tho 
kind I have been hpeakiiig about — white, 
with a deci) blue border — alio was a perfect 
picture. After a while tho lovely Paraeo 
woman came in. S!io was ab'jut liftoen — 
tho fion's wife, und a veritable little beauty, 
bhe was dressed in thu sumo way, with a

A POUR MAN. 



The Late I'rcsiilciit of Frimec Left His Widow 
Uuprovlded For. 

Kew Youk, July 26 — A dispatch from 
Paris says that the executors of the estate 
of the late President Carnot made an ofBcial 
report of their final inventory, and tho 
official statement la the subject of universal 
comment on the bonlevarda and in politics. 
It had generally been supposed that the 
murdered President was well endowed with 
this world's goods, but the opposite proves 
to be the case, Although his salary as 
President of the republio baa been regarded 
not only aa ample for all emercenoles but 
also to leave a fair balance for savings or in- 
vestmeu'S, it transpires that the late Presi- 
dent had not only lived up to every dollar 
of his official income, but also drew npon 
the returns from some small holdings of real 
estate in order to maintain what he re> 
garded as the dignity of hia position. 

The balance to his account in bank on the 
dayof hia death was less than 40,(X)0 franca, 
or in tho neighborhood of $8,000, not more 
than sufficient, based on tho current ex- 
penses of the Elyseo for tho past year, to 
provide for tho rccjuiroments of tho exocn- 
tivo mansion for a couple of weeks. In the 
faco of these dlscloaures the Bolf-aacritico of 
Mine. Carnot in abaolutely refusing a pen- 
sion of J.'), 000 a year suggested by the cab- 
inet council is being universally commented 
npon. Tho widow of tho murdered presi- 
dent to day took posscsaion of apartments 
engaged for her in the Rue St. Honore and 
which she will occupy until the lUt leased at 
No. 1 1 Avenue de Alma by the late president 
in anticipation of his retirement at the end of 
his retirement has been decorated and fur- 
niphed. 

It is estimated that the real estate of tho 
late I'rcbidont will yield a revenue of $10,- 
000 yearly. Outside of this tho widow has 
nothing to depend on until tho death of her 
mother, Mme. Dupont- White, who haa an 
income of $10, i||jO per annum Thia at her 
death, according to French law, will bo 
equally ilivided between Mme. Carnot and 
her sister, Mme. David. The committee of 
members of the senate and ohamber of depu- 
ties will wait upon the widow of tho mur- 
dered President early in the coming week 
and will urge a reconsideration of her re- 
fusal to accept the pension proffered by the 
c >binot council.

MR. H AGO ART'S SPEECH. 

The explanations of the Minister of Public 
Works with respect to the Laohine Canal 
Bridge steal are reproduced in another 

column. It ia evident that the Dopart- 
rncDt of Public Worka was ayatematically 
deceived in tho buaineea from beginning to 
end. Tho great miatake, aa our readers 
know, was giving a contract: for the labor. 
This was done under the advice of Mr. 
Parent, the Government's engineer. Aa the 
work was to be done very rapidly, it was 
highly necosaury that there sliould be 
no atoppago. A strike would cause a 
auapenaion of work for an indeGnite 
period, and it was to avoid the delay that a 
strike might cause that the contract for the 
labor was given to a man who was bound to 
find eufEcient men to go on with the work 
from the time it was commenced until the 
day it was finiahed. It aeema, too, that the 
IJepartment in Ottawa had no moana of 
knowing that it was paying too much for 
laljor until it waa too late to institute a re- 
form. The men were paid every month, 
and the pay aheeta for a given month were 
not forwarded to Ottawa until the middle 
of the month following. For January, 
Debruary and March the expenditure waa 
very moderate, It began to get excessive 
in April, but this fact waa not known until 
the middle of May, and it waa in May that 
rascality had reached its highest point. It 
would bo pretty near tho end of May bo- 
fore the Government could complete its in- 
(luiries and then the niiachief had been done. 
The expenditure in April was §102,000 and 
in May $155,000. This makes $257,000 for 
those two months, The extent of the steal 
could not bo known until tho May pay 
aheeis hftd buen forwarded lo Ottawa aomo 
time in June and then the expenditure hud 
become moderate, it being for June only 

?.)1,1JOO. 

If tho (njverunient engineer and other 
oUicials had been wutcliful und honest, tho 
dishonesty of the labor contractor would 
liave been nipped in the bud. The De- 
partment would have been made aware of 
Mr. .St. I^ouia' devices, and that coiitruclor 
would have hoen uliucUed in tinio. Hut the 
(iovernnieul olliciala wore not watchful, and 
thoy wero unfaithful. They were either 
criminally careless or they were in collusion 
with the men who were defrauding the Gov- 
ernment. They did not inform tho Depart- 
ment of wliat was going on at the 
works, and tho conaequonco waa tliat 
iho fraud waa conaummated or nearly eo bo- 
fore the Head of the Department had the 
remotest idea that anytbinR wrong had been 
done in connection with the bridges. " Up 
to the 28th of April," Mr. Huggart said, 
when the work waa almont finished 
tho contractor for labor had only been paid 
tho sum of .■?l.'!,5tl. It uiuat bo renieinborcd 
that tho House was in acaaion ut tho time, 
but aa soon aa the Minister had an oppor. 
tanicy he went down to visit the work. So 
far aa the Department was concerned, there 
was no information which could lead thoin 
to hcliovo that tho amount to bo expended 
on tho conatruotion would reach the alarm- 
ing amount of S.'iDI.OUO." 
■ Ab tho work was crowdod into a few weokp, 
it is easy to understand how the Depart- 
ment oonld have been kept in ignorance of 
the way in wliioh it waa being olieated 
nntil the bridgoa were completed. The 



" COMPULSORY AEIUTRATION." 

Compulsory arbitration, In tho sonse of 
compelling a man to aubmit a question in 
whioh be ia interested to arbitration, is no 
arbitration at all. When two parties agree 
to submit a dispute to arbitration, and also 
agree to abide by tho dociaion of the urbitra- 
tora, it ia perfectly fiiir to compel tho parties 
to carry out their agreement. But if A has 
a dispute with B, and A liae power to com 
pol B to aubmit the dispute to arbitra 
tion, whether he is willing or not, 
tho arbitration faeoomes a piece of 
tyranny, and not an arbitration at all 
Suppoeo A ia a workman and rofuaoa lo 
work for B p.t tho wages he ollors, would it 
bo fair if B could drag A into an arbitration 
and force him to aubmit to the deciaion of 
tho arbitrators ? If the arbitrators deoided 
ugaiuet A, if they found that the wages 
which H olTored were (juito flullicient and 
the couditiona of omploymont wero in 
other respects fair, could A be called a 
free man if his employer could compel him 
to work when he did not want to work, 
and for pay that ho considered inauf- 
fioient ? And vice rtrxa, would tho law 
bo a juat ono which coiiipolled H, if tho do- 
ciaion ii jnt agaiuHt him, lo keep hia eatab- 
liahment in operation when he knew that 
the wages which the arbitrators ordained 
that he should pay were higher than hia 
business could stand ? Suoh a law would be 
fair to neither emyloyers nor employed and 
it would be unworkable. 

Hitherto tho very eaaenco of an arbitra- 
tion ia the willingness of both parties to tho 
dispute to aubmit it to arbiters of their own 
ohooaing. A tribunal to which oneof tho par- 
ties mustsubmithisoasewhether he is willing 
or not, and to whose finding he must aub- 
mit whether he likes it or not, ia not in the 
popular aonao an arbitration at all. Tho 
idea of compulsion, oxoopt to carry out an 
agreement made previous to submitting the 
case for adjudication, has no place in what is 
generally regarded as an arbitration. We 
are not, therefore, surprised to find that 
what is called compulaory arbitration is pro- 
nounced to be impracticable by the highest 
authorities in Great Britain.

" My faith in free inatitutiona, originally 
atrong (though always joined with the be- 
lief that the maintenance and auocesa of 
bhem ia a queation of popular character), 
has in these later years been greatly de- 
creased by the oonviotion that the fit char- 
acter is not poBsesaod by any people, nor is 
likely to bo posacaaod for agoa to come. A 
nation of which tho legialatora vote as 
thoy are bid, and of which the workers aur- 
rondor their rights of selling their labor aa 
they ploaae, has neither tho idea nor the 
sentimnnts needed for the maintenance of 
liberty. Lacking them, wo aro on the way 
buck to tho rule of tho atrong hand 
in tho shapo of tho bureaucratic deapotiam 
of aocialiatio organization, and then of mili- 
tary despotism whioh must follow it j If, in- 
deed, some Bocial crash does not bring this 
last upon ua more quiokly." 

Forty yoora ago Herbert wSpenccr would 
not have written in this dtupairing atrain. 
Then ho believed like moat men of liberal 
ideas that the reforms whioh were being ef- 
fected and the improvements that were be- 
ing made would bring about such bonDlloent 
changes that life would bo eaaier and pleaa- 
antor to tho great bulk of tho 
inhubitanta of civilized ccjuntriea, and 
that the machinery of government would 
work so smoothly and would produce suoh 
happy roaults that peace, good order, and 
oontentnicnt w.nilil prevail. But tho visiona 
of the great-liearted and the aanguiuo of 
thoao days liavc not boon realized. Tho 
hopea of reforinora and philanthropies have 
not been fulfilled. Tho world is not better 
than it was then, and men have not used 
their advantages ond privileges for their own 
good. It may he that tlio reatloaaneaa und 
the diacontent cif thoho liaya aro the necea- 
aary prelude to a happier time. Lot us 
hope 80.

It ia somewhat singular that Mr. Cleve- 
land's most outapokei) and moat ssalona de- 
fender to-day ia Senator Hill. A few 
months ago that Senator was regarded aa 

the President's moat bitter and moat un- 
Borupuloue enemy. It waa believed that 
his great object was to thwart Mr. Cleve- 
land, and to bring him into discredit.

And he waa aucoess- 
ful in persuading the Senate to reject more 
than ono of them. Hia hoatility lo tho Pre- 
sident seemed to bo exhauatleaa. But now 
when Mr, Cleveland's ofTorts to maintain 
Iho honor of the Democratic party have 
raised for him a host of enemies in the Se- 
nate and elsewhere. Senator Hill becomea 
his eloqaent and apparently earnest defend- 
er. He justifies tho publication of the let- 
ter to Mr. Wilson and unciualifiodly ap- 
aprovea of ita oonlenla. " Without apecial- 
ly indoraing," hoaaya, "tho method or the 
manner of expreaaionof the Proaident's views 
upon thia queation, I cordially approve 
his sentiments. From a Democratic stand 
point he is absolutely right, and the people 
will auBlain him in apito of the perverse 
and obatinato .Senate, which ia not in touch 
with tho popul:ir heart, and doea not ac em to 
undoratand the true situation."

He shall also see that all poraona, whether 
limployed In the Cemetery or visiting It, violat- 
ing any of tho proviaiona ot this by-law aro 
promptly dealt with by removal from tho 
Cemetery, and by prosecution it eo directed or 
authoiized by tho Cemetery Committee. 

08. He shall keep inaultablo boolcs, provided 
tor the purpose, all orders tor work to be done, 
or materials to be furnished for lot holders, re- 
ferred to in Section 11 of this Hy-Law, which 
orders ahall ho explicit in their terina, and 
aignedbytho poraons giving them, the parti- 
culars of wh.atcvor la afterwards done or fur- 
nlahed in pursuance thiTcof shall be fully Stat- 
ed, and make a part of tho entry. 

CO. He shall make monthly reports of all in- 
tormonts, with full particulars thereof ; and re- 
turn all orders and papers, of whatever nature 
connooled I herewith, or with oxhumalioua or 
removals, to the Secrotary, for permanent dis 
pouition In his ofSco. 

70. He shoU attend or make ample provision 

for prompt and aufllclont altendanco upon all 
funeral prooeaalons arriving at the Cemotery . 

71. Ho shall dig and prepare, or cause to bj 
dug and prepared, tho grave or graves re- 
quired whooHvor ordered by the Secretary, or 

any poraon acting for liiai, 

(.V.) All gravea In new grounds ahall bo dug 
lo a depth of alx foot for tho lutormoot of tho 
bodies ot adults, and Ave feet tor tho inter 
mont of tho bodies of children. 

72. The Caretaker ia prohibited from taking 
ordora for tho burial of the body of any person 
or persons except from the Secretary, or fron 
the Superintendent of Police, or the Medical 
Health Olllcer, as iirovideil for In Section 31 of 
this By-law. and In the caoo ot any order isaued 
by the Superlnlendenl ot Police, or tho 
Medical Health Olllcer, ilie Caretaker ahall re 
port tho samo to Ibu Secretary aa soon aa pos 
siblo. 

73. He shall keep tho Cemetery In good 
order, the graaa of unsold and unused lots cut 
down, and Iho gravel roads in good condition. 

71 Ho ahall not allow heavy loads to enter 
the cemetery when the roads are In an unfit 

condition. 

75. Tho Caretaker shall, on or before tho flrat 
Monday In May each year, ropori lo tho Ceme 
tory Cemmiliee a list ot all the lota which may 
bo ao miich out ot repair aa lo detract from tho 
general good appearance of tho Cemetery, 
upon which iho holdera of said lots, oroiher 
peraona inloreated ihorein, Hhall bo nolillud by 
the yecrutary of their condition, and ho ur- 
genlly reiiiioated to put llitm in repair, 

71). In case the holder of any lot or lots ahall, 
aflor notice by 1 he .SccreLiry requeatliig him lo 
doEO, rofus'j or neglect lo keep hia lot and nny 
Btono or monument erected thereon in proper 
condition, or In good repair, to the satisfaction 
ot the Caretaker or Comotory Committee, aaid 
Committee may cause such lot to bo put Into 
proper condition, and such stone or monument 
to be repaired as may be satlsfaotory to tho 
Caretaker, and may do so when and „„ 
often as the said grounds shall require to be 
put In proper condition, or said atono or 
monument to bo repaired, and the bolder ahall 
be liable to pay the coal of auch work forth- 
with ; and. In caao of nonpayment of the Bame, 
tho Secrotary may from time to timo charge up 
against audi lot all auch auma which shall have 
been so expended, and may, under the provi 
aiona ot this by law, prevent any interments In 
auch lot until such charge shall have been 
paid, 

77. Tho notico referred to In the last prooed 
ing eoellon may be given personally to tho 
holder of such lot or lots, or at tho option of 
th'' Secrotary may be mailed to the laat known 
poat ofllce addicaa of auch lot holder or his 
legal repreaentatlve. and proof of suoh notice 
having been mailed aa aforesaid shall be taken 
to be autllciont proof of auch notico having 
boon given. 

DUTIK8 OK BECKKTAHT. 

78. The Secretary Is hereby authorized on be 
half of tho said Corporation to grant in the 
form " A " attached to thia by-law, tho llconao 
mentioned in Section t herein, in reapect to any 
lot or lots In the Cemetery (excepting tlioso 
contained In Blocka A, B, 0, D and H) accord' 
Ing to tho scale of charges and subject to the 
provisions of this by-law, 

79. He shall issue all permits tor Intorinont 
and orders for exhumation to the Caretaker, 
as required by Sections 31 and 15 hereof, 

80. Upon the issuance ot any license, or the 
granting ot any transfer. In respect to any lot 
or lots, or npon receiving any notice referred 
to In Section 8 herein, ot the disposal or trans- 
fer ot any lot or lots, or upon the issuance of 
any permit tor any interment or order for any 
exhumation, tho Secrotary shall immediately 
notify tho Caro .akcr by telephone or otherwise 
of 'Jie same, giving number and location of tho 
lot or lots, as tho ciiso may bo, allecled, and 
any other Information that may be requisite. 

81. He shall, under direction from tho Ceme- 
tery [Committee, issue orders lo perfoim nny

85. Whenever the Corporation ot the City of 
Victoria shall deem it advisable to undertake or 
execute any special work ot repairs, improve- 
ment or drainage ot the Cemotery or any por- 
tion thereof, the Municipal Council of tho said 
Corporation may under tho provisions of the 
Cemetery Ordinance Amonilmont Act, 1870, 
Section II, aaaesa, levy and collect iho aniounts, 
any religious body or deuoudnallou holding, or 
having juritidiction over any'lblock of land in 
Ihe Cirnetery described in tho plana in tho 
olUco of tho Secretary, shall pay as Its fair 
share of llu) cost of such work.

In any caao, shall Ivj a sum of nuuiey having 
the aauio rat io lo the entire cohI of the woi l; as 
tho area of the aaid block or blocka beara to tho 
area immediately benefitted by the work. 

(c.) The said sum shall be due and payable by 
such religious l>ody or denomination to tho Cor- 
poration B8 soon as the Council shall pats a 
roBolutlon authorizing suoh special work to be 
done, and a notice of the same, has been served 



upon such body or denomination, Its legal rop- 
resentatlve or dnly authorlEed agent residing 
in the City of Vlotoria, stating tho laamated 
cost ot the work and the amount of assossment 

auch body or denomination ia rcriulred lo pay. 

(0 ) In case of [non-payniont of tho aaid sum 
wi'ldn thirty daya after tho aorvico of such no- 
tice, the Council may comploto the said work 
and may recover tho aald auni together with 
costs ia any Court of compotent jurisdiction. 

QENEKAL UULES AND RKQULATIONH. 

8G. It shall be unlawful for any person to kin* 
dio a fire, or deposit any paper, stick or thing 
upon or about any road or lot In the Cemetery, 
under penalty provided by this By-Law . Pro- 
vided, however, that this rule shall not apply 
to any work of improvement allowed, or to tho 
funeral rites of Chineao for which porniiaaion 
has flrat boon obtained from tho Secretary, 
who shall iBSUO a permit in such case, and 
chargo therefor, a fee of one dollar in each case. 

87. No person shall wrongfully remove or dis- 
turb, or attempt to remove or disturb any body, 
or the remains of any body, or any part ot any 
body from any grave or tomb, 

88. Any person who wilfully destroys, muti- 
lates, defaces, injures or removes any tomb, 
monument, grave stone, or other structure 
placed in the Cemetery, orany work torthe pro. 
tootion or ornament of the Cemetery, or ot any 
tomb, monument, gravestoneorothcrstructure 
aforesaid or lot within the Cemetery, or wil- 
fully doal/oys, oats, breaks or Injures any tree, 
ohrub or plant, or plays at any game cr jport, 
or diaohargea firearina laavo at a military 
funeral), or who wilfully and unlawfully dia- 
lurbs peiBona naaembled for tho purpose of 
burying a body therein, or who commits a 
nulaance, or at any lime bohave-j in an indeconl 
and unseemly manner, or deposits any r'lbbiah 
or oll'onalvo matter or thing in tho comotory, or 
in any way violates any grave, tomb, tomb- 
atono, vault or other strueture within the 
aamo, ahall be subject to the penalties of this 
By-law. 

8ti. Any jKjrson convicted of a bread: jf any 
of tho provisiona of Una By-law shall forfeit 
and pay, at tho dleerelion of the co.ivicting 
magiatratc, a penalty not exceeding th .' dum of 
fifty dollara for each oll'oncc, exclusive of 
cost', and in default ot payment of the said 
penalty and costs forthwith, the said penalty 
and costs, or costs only, may bo levied by dis- 
tress and sale ot the goods and chattels of tho 
otlendor, and In case of there being no di^treas 
found out ot which suoh penalty can I;e levied, 
tho convietlng magistrato may commit ihe 
ollonder to tho common jail at tlie City ot Vic" 
toria, wilh or without hard labor. ;or any 
period not exceeding six calendar mentis, un- 
less the said penalty and costs bo 3oon.)r paid, 

00. This By-law may be cited as t he Roas Bay 
Cemotery By-law, 1894.

Mr. Hagffart's Statement in the Honse 
of Coiunions— Frauds ami 
Extravagance. 

It Was Impossible to Get at the Bot- 
tom Facts— Ignorance and 
CoUnsiou. 



lu l.bo Honae of Commons on the ISth 
inst., on the motion to go into oommitteo of 
supply, Sir Richard Curtwrigbt broaght up 
the question of the Curran bridgo, and in re- 
ply Hon. Mr. HuRgurt ontered upon a re- 
view of the work from ita inception. The 
encincora hud reported to him that for an 
IS foob nfivigation the coat of the worka 
was eatimatod at $210,000. Then it wao 
decided to malce the navigation 22 feet, and 
this inareabcd the eatiniato to S'Jli.'S.OOO. 
Superintending lOnginoer I'arcint wiia in- 
Btructed to take full churfjo of the work, 
Mr. Parent alleged that ho had written in- 
struotioua to tender for the labor. Thu faet 
of the matter was that ho (Mr. Ilnggart) 
never knew of any auoh inatrujtioua lo call 
for tenders for labor, and Mr. Parent could 
produce no such instruotions. lu o%'ery caao 
the lowest tender was accepted. Hia in- 
structions to his deputy wore that 
all tenders for materials in oonuec- 
tioxi with oanals should be open 
to all. la Docembor Mr. Trudeau retired 
as deputy miniater, and Mr. Schroibor took 
hia plu[;o. Parent had been inatructed to 
report Inciutntly to tho dopartmont as to 
the progreao of tho worliB. When tho 
teudero for labor were placed before him 
(Mr. Huggart) this was tho first intimation 
he had that tenders had been culled for 
labor. Ho had demurred, and ho had aont 
for TV-rent, who impreaaed upon him the 
deairabilily of having this labor procured 
by tender, to avoid alrikoa, etc., and ua ihia 
work needed to bo done in a hurry. The 
price for the skilled labor eeomod fair, and, 
on the advice of Mr. Schroibor and Mr. 
Parent, ho accepted tho tender for tkilled 
labor. There waa a long negotiation with 
thr; li.T.R. about their bridge, Up to the 
last minute they were expectinir the rail- 
way company to undertake tho bridge, but 
they refuaed to enter into the outract. 
The chief engineer coiialdorcd tho employ- 
ment of Mr. Dcebarata uniiecL'sBary, und .Mr. 
Papiueau, wlio waa already on tho ground, 
was given tho auperintendenco of the work. 
On March 1 Mr. Parent reported that nearly 
all the material waa ready, and hia only fear 
was about the auperatruoture. Thu atoppage 
of the works on the ounal longer than waa 
necessary would have ciuaed great losa to 
those that were employed as wull as to the 
manufacturers, and Mr. Parent reportod 
that tho work could be done in forty days. 
It was agreed that the canal should be un- 
watered at the beginning of March and tho 
work completed by the beginning of May. 
Mr. Haggart then explained the stops taken 
by the department when they first heard of 
the excessive number of men employed, and 
the olroumatanoes of the dispute with Mr. St. 
Loots aa to the prioe of labor. It must be re- 
membered that theesoeaaiveprkeaahargtdby 
Mr. St. Louis and mentioned by Sir Richard 
Cartwright had not been paid by the Govern- 
ment. He waa Aware that there were frauds 
and extravBganoe on tho work, ond ha tried 
hard to get at the bottom of it, but it waa 
impoaaible. He had employed the dotec- 
tivet! of the Intercolonial railway, but it waa 
with the greatest difficulty that he obtaiued 
tho evidence of the witness Doheny, for the 
purpose ef defending the Government against 
an action by St. Louia for §67,000. The 
evidence that waa iiroduced showed that St. 
Louia had charged for double tho number of 
men who were actually working. Mr. Hug- 
gart then described tho viait? of hiniaelf, 
Mr. Schreihcr and Mr. Douglas to tho worka 
during tho month of April. The dilliculty 
in getting the pay rolls waa then dealt with, 
and aomo of the irregular itioa in that 
regard deacribed.. The uppiulment of tho 
comiriiasioucra and their report wore the 
next tuples. " Tho whole affair, " aaid Mr. 
Haggart, " aeema to be one of fraud and 
collusion. I think Mr, Parent waa de- 
ceived through ignorance and incap.icity, 
but when you come to tho government time- 
keepers, I have not the slighteat doubt in 
the world that thoy connived with the con- 
trastors for the purpose of defrauding the 
government." Mr. Haggart c|Uoted the fol- 
lowing items of monthly expenditure to 
prove that he could not be aware of the ex 
travagauce that was going on till it waa too 
late: Dacerober, §3,597; January, 189.'!, 
S10,000; February, §'-!3,71G ; M iroh, 
S29,8-26 ; April, §102,870 ; May, 5:i5u,;iS:i ; 
June, ^1,076. I'he only possible way tho 
depirtment had of koowiog whether tho ex 
pendiiure waa in excess of the estimated 
cost or not waa through this information, 
which in many oaaea waa only given to 
them far on Into the following month. It 
was the same with the pay rolls. Up 
to the 28th of April, when the work 
was ahnoat finiabed, the contractor 
for labor hud only been paid the sum of 
51.i, ,')!;. 1' must be remembered that tho 
houi'-- Wat) in aeaaion at the time, and aa 
Hop.v. hP tho Miniatcrhad an opportunity ho 
went dov,-n to vi.,it the work. .So far aa 
tho lU'p'irtiui'iit waa concerned, there waa 
no inforiv.ati,)n which could load thorn to 
believe thut I he amount to bo exiicnde'.l on 
the .-onetruction of tho work v/ould n'aoh 
tho i.L.rming amount of J.'fOt.lMD. .Mr. Hi.g- 
gar! h'.d no lu-silatiun in Baying that a h.rge 
luiun.n', i)f that couHialcd of money that waa 
fraiid.;!fii'ly obtained by i)artieB employed 
in ;hi .jnilrui'tioii of tho work. Mr. Par- 
ent estirnixlfd thi! removal of tho ii.'u cau,^ed 
un uniortaLon i-xpenao of $!|i!.(lilO to be 
added to hia eatimato of $'_'J.'!,lll)H. T.dfiiig 
all the oircunistancoB into consideration, 
Mr. Haggart thought that the auin 
of S'2o.5,0t)0 ought to have completed that 
work. Ho intended to bring tho whulo 
matter before his collnaguoa at tho carlieat 
opportunity, to 800 what could be done to 
punish Iheae frauds, which he ha<l not the 
slightest doubt hud boon perpetrated upon 
the government.
